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Dear  Friend: 

You  are  making  a Novena  to  Ste. 
Anne.  No  doubt  there  is  some  favor  you 
are  asking  Good  Ste.  Anne  to  obtain  for 
you.  It  may  be  the  conversion  of  someone 
near  and  dear  to  you,  or  the  overcoming 
of  some  evil,  success  in  some  undertaking, 
or  happiness  and  peace  of  mind.  What- 
ever it  is  that  you  are  asking,  if  it  is  ob- 
tained, it  must  come  to  you  "through 
Christ,  Our  Lord". 

If  we  go  to  Good  Ste.  Anne  with  our 
petitions,  it  is  because  she  brought  into 
the  world  the  Mother  of  the  Word  Incar- 
nate, Our  Divine  Redeemer.  The  RE- 
DEMPTION is  everything,  because  it  is 
the  Redemption  upon  which  all  our  hopes 
for  supernatural  life  are  based. 

And  what  was  the  coin  with  which  Our 
Divine  Lord  redeemed  us?  It  was  His 
Crucifixion  on  Calvary.  Every  grace, 
every  blessing,  therefore,  that  we  seek, 
every  favor  that  we  ask  comes  to  us  from 
Calvary's  Sacrifice. 

Do  you  know  that,  that  Sacrifice  has 
never  ceased?  That  every  day  and  at 
every  hour  and  moment  Our  Divine  Lord 
is  continuing  that  Oblation?  He  does  so 
in  the  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass.  "As  often  as 


you  shall  eat  of  this  Bread  and  drink  of 
this  Chalice,  you  shall  show  forth  the 
DEATH  of  the  Lord  until  He  come."  (I  Cor. 
11:26).  "Do  this  in  commemoration  of  Me/' 
said  Our  Lord  at  the  Last  Supper,  after  He 
had  changed  bread  and  wine  into  His 
Body  and  Blood  and  offered  them  to  His 
Father  in  Heaven,  "for  the  remission  of 
sins."  When  you  assist  at  the  Sacrifice 
of  the  Mass,  therefore,  you  are  as  truly 
present  at  the  Sacrifice  of  Calvary  as 
were  Mary  and  John  and  Magdalene,  at 
the  foot  of  the  Cross. 

And  now,  let  us  go  back  to  your 
Novena.  Do  you  want  to  give  to  this  de- 
votion the  greatest  possible  efficacy?  Do 
you  want  to  place  in  the  hands  of  Good 
Ste.  Anne  an  infinite  power  of  intercession 
for  you?  Give  her  your  attendance — daily 
is  possible — at  Holy  Mass.  Then,  when 
you  come  to  her  shrine  on  these  Tuesday 
evenings,  the  Masses  you  have  heard 
will  plead  for  you  with  the  voice  of  Our 
Lord,  Himself.
